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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD 


For  the  Year  Ending  February  15,  1895. 


7o  the  district  and  town  of  Chesterfield : 

There  have  been  fewer  changes  in  teachers  the  past  year 
than  usual.  In  schools  Nos.  1,  5  and  9,  changes  were  unavoid- 
able. In  No.  10  the  same  teacher  has  held  place  successfully 
the  last  two  years.  The  three  teachers  in  the  eastern  section 
of  the  district  have  taught  from  four  to  eight  terms  each  in  the 
same  schools,  including  the  last  year,  and  not  a  complaint  has 
been  made  to  the  board  from  either  of  the  schools  by  parents, 
teachers  or  pupils,  and  we  are  fully  satisfied  that  a  much  larger 
measure  of  progress  has  been  attained  than  can  be  where 
changes  are  made  from  term  to  term  in  teachers  and  their 
methods  of  teaching. 

We  appreciate  the  fact  that  most  of  our  teachers  have 
exerted  their  best  energies  for  the  greatest  advancement  of  their 
pupils,  and  that  they  have  been  more  than  ordinarily  successful. 

Much  of  the  prosperity  of  a  school  depends  upon  the 
teacher's  knowledge  of  the  needs  and  capacity  of  the  pupils, 
and  the  possession  of  ability  to  draw  out  and  develop  the  ideas 
of  the  pupil  concerning  the  studies  taught ;  hence  a  teacher 
perfectly  familiar  with  the  trend  of  each  scholar's  mind,  with 
an  ever  ready  fund  of  questions  to  elucidate  all  the  points  of 
the  lesson,  will  lay  broad  and  deep  the  foundations  of  elemen- 
tary knowledge. 

A  few  of  our  teachers  have  been  veritable  animated  inter- 
rogation points  with  an  encyclopedical  attachment  for  explana- 
tions. 
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Parents,  teachers,  pupils,  and  the  community  in  general, 
and  the  self  constituted  critic  and  fault-finder  in  particular,  each 
in  varying  degree,  are  responsible  for  the  success  or  failure  of 
a  school  ;  but  where  all  these  factors  work  harmoniously  and 
duly  appreciate  their  duties  and  responsibilities,  success  is 
assured. 

Perfect  attendance  should  be  striven  for  and  insisted  upon 
by  every  parent  and  scholar.  Order  should  be  enforced  by 
the  teacher  and  backed  by  all  the  strength  of  parental  author- 
ity. If  parents  will  do  their  full  duty,  encourage  their 
children  to  be  prompt  and  punctual  in  doing  what  is  required 
of  them  ;  if  they  will  support  the  teacher  in  everything 
reasonable,  a  long  stride  will  be  made  toward  securing 
successful  schools.  Happily,  such  has  generally  been  the  case 
the  past  year,  yet  a  little  home  effort  might  have  prevented 
most  of  the  tardy  and  absent  marks  that  smirch  the  registers. 
The  statistical  tables  and  treasurer's  report  will  give  detailed 
information  on  many  points,  but  are  imperfect  concerning 
school  No.  5,  as  also  the  roll  of  honor,  through  the  loss  of  the 
register  before  the  completion  of  this  report. 

There  were  in  town  on  the  first  day  of  April,  1S94, 
according  to  the  selectmen's  enumeration,  155  children 
between  the  ages  of  five  and  fifteen  years,  73  boys  and  82 
girls. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars 
was  appropriated  for  the  repair  of  school  houses  and  furniture. 
From  this  appropriation  the  buildings  in  Nos.  9  and  10  have 
been  furnished  with  blinds  and  painted,  and  repairs  of  a  small 
amount  in  Nos.  7  and  13,  in  all  involving  the  expenditure  of 
$77.91,  leaving  a  balance  of  $122.09  m  tne  treasury  for  future 
use.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD, 

For  the  Year  Ending  February  15,  1896. 

To  the  district  and  town  of  Chesterfield ; 

The  schools  the  past  year  have  generally  been  satisfactory. 
Teachers  have  not  in  all  instances  realized  our  expectations. 
Parents  rarely  (all  of  them)  do  their  full  duty  in  striving  to  sus- 
tain discipline  and  uphold  the  teachers.  The  children  under- 
stand the  drift  of  home  opinion  and  lose  interest,  and  the  stand- 
ard of  the  school  is  lowered  and  progress  interrupted. 

Parents,  knowing  how  hard  it  is  to  manage  their  own  children, 
should  be  lenient  in  their  judgment  of  teachers  called  to  govern 
a  large  number  of  pupils,  of  all  grades  and  temperaments.  Per- 
fection cannot  be  expected.  Parents,  teachers  and  scholars 
will  occasionally  fail  in  their  duties  pertaining  to  the  schools  5 
but  for  the  best  results  all  must  work  together  to  the  extent  of 
their  ability,  and  if  there  is  a  fault,  smother  it,  if  possible,  and 
by  all  means  prevent  it  from  being  proclaimed  from  the  hill- 
tops. 

In  one-half  of  the  schools  the  same  teachers  have  been  em- 
ployed throughout  the  year,  and  one  school  has  had  the  same 
teacher  eleven  consecutive  terms,  in  the  other  schools  various 
reasons  have  rendered  changes  necessary  and  unavoidable. 
Could  we  obtain  teachers  intending  to  make  teaching  a  life- 
work,  rather  than  a  pastime  between  school-life  and  matrimony, 
or  other  permanent  business,  we  should  have  much  less  diffi- 
culty in  procuring  and  keeping  thorough,  progressive  and  suc- 
cessful instructors. 

The  average  attendance  of  scholars  has  been  about  ninety 
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per  cent,  of  the  number  belonging  to  the  schools,  showing  a 
loss  of  one-tenth  of  the  school  funds  from  irregular  attendancer 
a  large  portion  of  which  might  have  been  prevented  by  a  little 
parental  effort.    Why  not  in  the  future  make  that  effort  ? 

The  number  of  children  between  the  ages  of  five  and  fifteen 
years,  as  found  by  the  last  enumeration,  was  one  hundred  and 
thirty-five. 

By  comparing  the  accompanying  report  of  the  treasurer  with 
last  year's  report,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  expenses  of  the 
schools  have  averaged  a  little  less  than  for  the  previous  yeary 
and  as  there  remains  in  the  town  treasury  about  one  hundred  and 
twenty  dollars  of  a  former  appropriation  for  repairs  of  school 
houses  and  furniture,  it  would  appear  that  the  appropriation 
for  schools  the  coming  year  need  not  be  increased.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD 

For  the  Year  Ending  February  15,  1897. 


Parents  and  Guardians ; 

The  School  Board  herewith  present  for  your  consideration 
their  report  for  the  year  just  ended.  You  will  find  by  the 
statistical  tables,  that  the  schools  and  scholars  change  but  little 
from  year  to  year  in  numbers.  And  the  average  attendance 
compares  fairly  well  with  other  towns  in  the  county,  and  former 
years. 

We  think  we  are  warranted  in  saying  the  schools,  the  past 
year,  have  been  more  than  ordinarily  successful.  The  teachers 
have,  as  a  rule,  been  earnest,  thorough  workers,  devoting  their 
whole  time  and  energy  to  the  benefit  of  their  pupils. 

In  a  few  cases,  too  much  outside  work  has  been  attempted 
by  teachers  and  pupils,  keeping  them  out  late  at  night,  and 
bringing  them  to  their  duties  jaded  and  worn.  We  believe  in 
an  abundance  of  sleep  for  brain  workers,  and  teachers  should 
not  by  example  encourage  the  keeping  of  late  hours. 

To  secure  the  best  results  for  the  money  expended, 
requires  the  thorough  co-operation  of  parents,  teachers,  pupils 
and  every  friend  of  our  schools.  An  inadvertent  word  may 
ruin  the  influence  of  a  teacher. 

A  little  encouragement  from  some  "  Bohemian  "  may  lead  a 
naturally  good-hearted,  but  vivacious  pupil,  to  become  an 
unruly  pest  in  the  schoolroom.      Hence  all  should  be  careful 
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how  they  exert  their  influence,  and  be  sure  they  are  always 
pushing  in  the  direction  of  a  higher  standard  of  moral,  physical 
and  intellectual  culture. 

We  wish  parents  would  ask  themselves  :  Have  I  done  all  \ 
could  to  make  our  school  successful  ?  Have  my  children  been 
at  school  promptly  in  the  morning?  Have  I  sent  them  every 
day  I  could  ?  Have  they  been  instructed  to  conduct  themselves 
as  gentlemen  and  ladies  toward  their  schoolmates,  teachers  and 
all  whom  they  meet  ?  Have  I,  as  a  patron  of  the  school,  had  a 
word  of  encouragement  for  the  teacher,  or  have  I  found  fault 
because  of  some  report  from  a  fault-finding  scholar  ?  Have  I 
spoken  disparagingly  of  the  teacher  in  the  presence  of  my  own, 
or  other  children  ?  The  above  and  many  other  questions  con- 
.  cerning  the  welfare  of  our  schools,  that  will  readily  be 
suggested  to  the  ordinary  mind,  we  ask  all  parents  to  ponder. 

One  of  the  gravest  errors  of  the  present  day  is  leaving 
school  too  young.  Few  remain  beyond  the  age  of  fifteen  or 
sixteen  years.  Hence  when  they  have  advanced  to  the  point 
where  they  are  just  prepared  to  make  rapid  progress,  they  call 
their  education  "completed"  and  go  out  half  prepared  to  begin 
the  battle  of  life,  and  after  to  fill  some  subordinate  position, 
and  learn,  when  too  late,  that  "to  a  well  educated  man  there  is 
no  position  within  man's  natural  power  which  he  cannot  fill,*' 
and  that  they  do  not  belong  to  that  class.  The  day  is  past  for 
success  in  life  wiihout  learning.  A  good,  solid  education 
today  is  demanded  if  our  children  are  to  force  success  from  any 
line  of  business,  or  in  any  position  in  life.  A  full  and  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  common  branches  is  absolutely  indispensable. 
Be  sure  your  children  learn  these  thoroughly  first,  and  then  add 
all  the  "  ologies  "  you  can,  the  more  the  better,  but  be  sure  and 
thorough  in  the  essentials. 

At  No.  7,  after  failing  in  every  effort  to  secure  a  teacher 
for  the  winter  term,  one  family  of  four  scholars  having  removed 
from  the  district,  and  two  being  provided  for  at  No.  13,  Mrs. 
Mabel  Shaw  was  engaged  to  instruct  the  few  remaining  at  her 
house,  as  the  best  and  cheapest  temporary  arrangement.
